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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 8, which inherits the limitations of claim 1, recites the term "symbol 
synchronization". However, claim 1 strictly direct to a method of estimating coefficients 
of an equalizer filter. Claim 1 does not define or merely suggest how symbol 
synchronization is related to the estimation of coefficients and how to employ the 
symbol synchronization. Therefore the recitation of "symbol synchronization is made on 
the least delayed path of the channel" cannot be understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for 
patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of 
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an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 and 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Diehl et 
al. (US Patent 6,771,722). 

Regarding claim 1 , Diehl et al. teach a method of estimating coefficients of an 
equalizer filter which receives an input channel signal Y(n), initializing pre-selected 
coefficients of the equalizer filter in accordance with a calculate channel matched filter 
model, and estimating the coefficients of the filter using an estimation technique and a 
known input channel signal to this equalizer (see column 1 , lines 45 - 55). 

Regarding claim 5, which inherits the limitations of claim 1 , further, Diehl et al. 
teach the estimation technique is least mean square technique (see column 1 , lines 60 
- 65). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Diehl et 
al. (US Patent 6,771,722) in view of Shoji et al. (US Patent 5,303,263). 

Regarding claim 6, which inherits the limitations of claim 1 , Diehl et al. failed to 
teach the estimation technique is a recursive least squares technique. Shoji et al. 
teaches a method of estimating the coefficients of the adaptive equalizer using 
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recursive least squares technique (see abstract). Therefore it would be obvious to an 
ordinary skilled in the art at the time of the invention was made to combine Shoji et al.'s 
recursive least squares method in Diehl et al.'s method to benefit the higher 
convergence speed and higher estimation accuracy (see column 5 t lines 41 - 44). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
